— Inspectors of the 
American immigration department are 
at present in .Muntreal lookin<j; into a 
scandal which has been created 
by the Hhipmeiit of young women 
to New York for immoral purposes 
through tlie instrumentality of procur- 
esscB from that city. They are said to 
have already obtained many victims 
who have been BystemnticaUy sent tc 
Bufl'alo, Detroit, Chicago and New York 
from here. The objedt of the inspectors 
is to put a stop to this horrible traffic, 
and if possible convict the procuressDa. 

Burned to Death. 
TouoNTo, Feb. 2.— A fanner's houBC 
near Yorkville burned down last night, 
and a Barnardo boy, aged M, perished. 
He had (luarrelled with the farmer and, 
it is thought, burned the house in a pas- 
sion, accidentally or inteulioually falling 
a victim. 

"Star's" famine Fund. 

MoNTUKAi,, Feb. 2,— The Montreal 
Star famine fund had reached the sum 
of .|;20,000 at 9:30 and by noon 
was running fast to ,$21,000. This 
fund in amount is the greatest and 
number of aubaciibers repreBeiited more 
□umerone, thian any fund in tie history 
of Canada. The Stat'a cable says: 
Oanadip liberality will be tbe means of 
eeeuring many immigrantB for the Do- 
minion. 



San Fit.vNci.sco, Feb. 2. — This morn- 
ing at 5:15 the long watch of the officers 
who have for so many days been 
anxiously awaiting the arrival of the 
four masted barque Swanhilda, from New- 
castle, New South Wales, was rewarded 
by the sight of that vessel coming 
through the heads in tow of the tug 
[Active. It was not without some trepi- 
;dation that the arrival had been latterly 
awaited the reports brought by the 
s.s. Monowai having confirmed the idea 
of a possibility that the bloody handed 
murderer Butler, the perpetrator 
of so many cold blooded^ homicides 
might in some way or other have given 
pnstice the slip and escaped the sword 
jof justice, which there is now every rea- 
son to expect will be so wielded as to 
^avenge the deaths of those whom the 
[man of many aliases had contrived to 
oh and dispose of with such diabolical 
ersiatonce and, it may be added, in- 
enuity. But tliere is now no more ua- 
ertainty as to his capture, for George 
idwin Butler, alias Asho, is now a pri- 
loner in the San Francisco jail. Passing 
the heads the tug blew six whistles, the 
signal agreed upon if Butler was on 
board. Shortly after, a red light 
Hashed out tbroQgb the darkness, 
iinother signal, and the officers knew 
that their man was there. The custom 
house boat Hartley was at once boarded 
by six detectives, four newspaper men 
and four revenue oflieers, and steamed 
rapidly away to the Swanhilda, which 
jwas met ofl' Fort Point. The revenue 
pflicers went on hoard the Swanhilda to 
itseertain if Butler had been put 
in irons, but as they reported 
that ho had not the detectives 
went on board without delay, Butler 
being pointed out, was handcufled in a 
few moments, lie denied that he was 
Butler, but he was positively identified 
by the Australian detectives, McUattie 
Jind Conroy. The suspected murderer 
Was taken on board the Hartley, which 
feoon landed him at the wharf. A patrol 
fwagon was in wailing, and he was hur- 
ried off to prison. Although the arrest 
was a complete surprise,- the suspected 
inan maintained remarkable coolness 
md calmly pufled a cigarette as he went 
ishore. 

Captain Fraser, of the Swanhilda, said 
;hat Butler shipped with him as a sea- 
nan under the name of Leo Weller, one 
)f the victims. All went well oi tlie 
,rip across the Pacific and it was not 
iuown that a notorious murderer was on 
Doard. Yesterday when it was known 
hat the vessel was near San Francisco, 
Butler asked Captain Fraser when the 
allot appeared to slow up as he expected 
etters from Australia. When the pilot 
pame aboard Butler approached him and 
iisked: " Well, is it yes or no'?" The 
pilot did not know what he meant and 
the man gave no explanation. 

Captain Eraser was informed by the 
3ilot that it was supposed that Butler 
|vas on board under tbe name of Lee 
'I'eller and was told of the arrange- 
nents for his capture. Captain Fraser 
igreed to do all in his power to help the 
3olice. It was agreed tliat when the 
irew lined-u[) for inspection, Captain 
raser was to atop in front of Butler. 
IVhen the police came on board and the 
lu'ii lined-uj) Butler ',vas the second in 
inc. Captain Fraser stopped in front of 
aim and at the same time .Sergeant Bon- 
ier, of the local poiica, covered him with 
I pistol. Butler's hand went U|) like 
I Hash. Irons were slipped over his 
L-riatB and one of the most notorious 
jriininals of modern times was a j)rieon- 
ir. Detectives Mcllattie and Conroy, 
xho knew Butler in Australia, Conroy 
laving narrowly escaped being one of 
lis victims, were disguised when they 
Hoarded the Swanhilda. When they 
;liaiged Butler with the crimes attrib- 
ited to him he professed ignorance and 
leniedlhat liis name was Butler. (Jn 
joard the Hartley on the way to shore 
■,ho disguises were removed and still 
Butler pretended not to know his cap- 
:or8. 

Butler is specifically charged with 
;i.iving committed three murders, while 
several others are attributed him. His 
iiiaii of action in Australia was to adver- 
tise for some one to work a mining claim 
n the bush with him. Of the applicants 
who answered the advertisement he 
would choose only such men aa had few 
acquaintances and about whom no spec- 
ial inquiry was likely to be made. Then 
assuring himself that his new mate was 
a man of means, Butler would start olT 
with him for the bush, which is the 
technical name of the wild Australian 
country lying outside civilization, and is 
a place well fitted to deeds of darkness. 
Arrived at the claim, Butler wouUl set 
his man to work, and while the un- 
suspecting miner toiled eagerly for the 
gold that was to place him beyond want, 
a rifle shot would re-echo into the still- 
ness of the bush, and the luckless laborer 
with a gaping, ragged hole in his temple, 
would plunge forward intoithe gravp ho 
had just dug.

London-, Feb. 2.— In the House of 
Commons to-day the resolution of Mr. 
A. J. Balfour, first lord of the treasury, 
providing for state aid for volinitary 
schools was carried. The plan proposed 
is that the schools shall be relieved from 
the local rates and by grants of five shil- 
lings for each child. It is estimated 
that this will require a yearly appropri- 
ation of XGl 0,500. 

Lord Sandhurst, governor of Bombay, 
has sent a cable message to the effect 
that in the section where the plague had 
its strongest hold disease is being sup- 
pressed, but it appears to be extending 
to now portions of Bombay, In places 
most recently infected by the plague the 
mortality is evidently not so great. In 
the city of Bombay the number of deaths 
diminished during the week ending 
January 29, but the feeling at 
that place is one of great unrest. 
In the city of Poonah, Bombay, 
Presidency, 58 cases were reported, but 
a late account is to the efl'ect that -18 
cases were announced in a single quarter 
of the town. The number of deaths at 
Karachi reached 23 for the week ending 
.lanuary22. It is estimated that one- 
fourth of the total population of the city 
has left Karachi on account of the plague. 
The only deaths reported from Sind are 
said to be thoee of travellera. 

The French government haa protested 
to the Khedive against the " Egyptian 
government accepting a Britiah loan for 
the payment of the expenses of the 
Angio-Fgyptian expedition to Dongola, 
pointing out that the proper course is to 
apply to the "international debt com- 
mission." 

lU. Hon. Joseph Chamberlain, secre- 
tary of state for the colonies, and other 
prominent members of parliament, has 
been obliged to decline an invitation to 
bo present at the dinner which the 
United States ambassador, Thomas F. 
Bayard, will give to-morrow at his pri- 
vate residence in honor of the Prince of 
Wales. 

Tbe Federal council of Switzerland has 
submitted to the U. S, government, the 
draft of a new extadltion" treaty, to su- 
persede the preaent'treatyii'whioh.j per- 
mits Swiss citizens to be extradited to 
the U. S. contrary to the Swia's extradi- 
tion laws. 

A dispatch from Brass, West Africa, 
says that the cause of the recent mas- 
sacre by the King of Benin of the British 
expedition under Consul General J. E. 
Phillips, is that the King was perform- 
ing a ceremony involving the annual 
liutchery of slaves, and did not want any 
white men present. 

Under the auspices of M. Thierry, 
director of the Economist, and Deputy 
Fongetrol, both prominent bimetallists, 
Senator Edward 0. Wolcott, of Colorado, 
who is visiting Europe in the interest of 
bimetallism, had a short interview with 
President Faure on Sunday. Since then 
he has seen M. Loubot, president of the 
Ecnato, and M. Aiinin, director of the 
Bank of France. Senator W^olcott ex- 
pressed a wish to see M- Meline, the 
president, to-day, and will start for Ber- 
lin this eveniDg or to-morrow.

Ottawa, Feb. 2.— Eichard Pope, de- 
puty commissioner of patents, is serious- 
ly ill from erysipelas and is not likely to 
recover.

The Provincial Board of Health had 
both afternoon and evening sessions yes- 
terday, one of the most important sub- 
jects coming up being tbe report of Dr. 
Walker in regard to the sanitary condi- 
tion of Kaniloops. This resulted in sev- 
eral resolutions which, it was hoped, if 
carried out would do a great deal towards 
stamping out the trouble which that 
town has had with typhoid. In regard to 
the work of the board, Dr. Davie, the 
president, said that while it was their 
aim to initiate sanitation throughout 
the province, want of means had pre- 
vented them from securing that desirable 
end. What the board desired was, not to 
wait for an epidemic to begin and then 
step in and check it, but to take such 
preventative measures that an outbreak 
could not take place. In fact they 
wanted to act like preventative medi- 
cine; but unless the legislature granted 
more money this could not be accom- 
plished. 

Mr. Clivo Phillinps-Wolley's report 
as sanitary inspector for West Kootenay/ 
was considered and adopted, and a reso- 
lution was passed asking the government 
to appoint two sanitary inspectors for 
West Kootenay, one for Vancouver Is- 
land, one for Kamloops, Lillooet and 
Cariboo and one for Osoyooa district. 

A resolution was carried suggesting 
that the government be asked to intro- 
duce an act at the coming session pro- 
viding for reserving for the public use 
unpolluted water supplies in the 
difierent parts of the province, 
and attention was called to the 
inadequate water supply of Neleon. 
The government will be asked to pro- 
vide in the new parliament buildings 
rooms for the provincial board of health. 

A good part of the evening was taken 
up with Dr. Walker's report on his yiaib 
in connection with the recent outbireak 
of typhoid. There had been 47 cases, of 
which two had ended fatally. Dr. 
Walker considered that the outbreak was 
moat probably caused through contam- 
inated milk furnished by one of the 
dairies supplying the town, though he 
could not finil out the primary cause. 
It might be from the water supply that 
was taken from the river, which could 
have been contaminated from it variety 
of causes. One was' that a slaunhter 
house was situated near the river above 
tbe intake pipe of the water supply; or 
from the sewage from the liospiial, which 
was situated near the river. Then there 
was a tannery, which was also liable to 
contaminate the water by the liquid al- 
lowed to run into the river. The Boav- 
onging of the town was salBO very poorly 
attendted to. Heiiad made a number of 
suggestions to the local medical health 
officer and the board of health to have 
all these things remedied, among other 
things advising that the in-take pijie of 
the water supply should be extended 
further into the river; that a proper 
dumping ground for the city should he 
secured ; that earth closets should he 
substituted at the hospital for cessjiools ; 
the reservoir be cleaned out, and other 
necessary tirecautions taken. The sani- 
tary condition of the jail at Kaniloops 
was also bad and should be remedied. 

The board decided that a copy of the 
report be sent to the local board of lieallh 
at Kamloops, requesting them to com- 
ply w-ith the suggestions made in it and 
the governments attention be called to 
the .state of the jail. The provincial sani- 
tary regulations of ISOG were also put in 
force in Kamloops in accord with the 
provisions of the act. 

At the request of the Vancouver Board 
of Health, sections 9 to 27 of the sani- 
tary regulations were declared in force 
there. Dr. Davie expressed his satisfac- 
tion at the desire of the Vancouver 
board to put themselves in harmony 
with the provincial body. The secretary, 
was also instructed to write to the other 
municipalities risking if they wished to 
have the eame thing done for tliem, 
though the board at the same time 
wished it understood that they ditl not 
wish to force these regulations on the 
municipalities. The remainder of the 
evening was taken up discussing reports 
and it was not till a late hour that the 
board adjourned to meet to-day. 

Ontario Industrial Colony. 
Toronto, Feb. 2. — A co-operative in- 
dustrial colony haa been formed here 
which proposes to establish. :i 500-acre 
farm colony at North City and piovide 
a number of laborers with "necessary em- 
ployment, 'stock, etc., to work it.

To the strains of an orchestra, which 
would make many a bagpipe player turn 
green with envy, the procession of gaud- 
ily bedecked officials of the Y'^ung Wo 
Society perambulated the streets of 
Chinatown, and in order that their leea 
favored white brethren should not miss 
any of the glories of the cccasion — par- 
ticularly the hand — a promenade was 
taken through Government street.

EoBSL vND, Jan. 30.— (Spociiil)-The traiis- 

Jcr of the Win- Eagle to George Oooderhani, 
of Toronto, Cmiadii, is still a subject of uni- 
versal comniunt in Kossland. Oanaiiians 
are highly pleased that a man of Mr. Ciooii- 
crham's business ability, influence and 
■wealth should have obtained possession of 
so valuable a iiroperty, but there is a great 
luuier-current of criticism of the methods 
ciuiihiyed Ijy the nuijority interest to sell 
llic ])ro|ierty. Time alone can danm or 
justify the course adopted by that majority, 
but there is no denying the fact that it was 
a most extraordinary proceeding to accept 
if2C0,000 loss from George Gooiier- 
hani than an Knglisli syndicate was 
willing to pay for tlie prfiiu^rty, 
merely, because George Gooilcrhani (iiud 
"spot" cash, ami the ICiigli.sh svndieate' 
was only ready to pay $200. UHO and the bal- 
ance in "forty days. Unsoi)hiaticuted jieo- 
ple think lliat an additional forlyeentt a 
share was worth waiting fort}' days for, but 
the majority interest in tlie War Ivigle 
thought otherwise, and multituiles are asl;- 
ing why. If tlie War JOagle was al)out tn 
end its existence as a rich producing mine, 
the action of the War ICagle n\aMagenu iit 
■was easily understood; under any other 
liypothosis the conduct was str.uige and 
uiy-stcrious. One tiling is [latent, the group 
of men who controlled and operated the 
War Eagle played a high hand with the 
smaller stockholders, and did what they 
did with Hnpreme iudiSierence to the wishes 
or interests of the minority. 

The same men still control and manage 
the Poonnan, the Virginia and Iron Mask; 
all most pnnnising properties, but the 
bold-faced railroading throughout of the 
^Var lOagle sale will naturally scare away 
investors from having anything to do with 
mines where such men have an upper banil. 
It ii' true that tliese men have been among 
tlie lirst to iirove the riches of the Trail 
(;reek country. They bought the War 
X^ugle groap for $16,000 after it ha^l been 
twice abandoned by other mining men, and 
in the course of two years they have div- 
ided prollts amounting to $175,0(.)0 and have 
v,XI)eudcd fully Ifl'.'jCOOO in wages, improve- 
ments and development. In two years the 
investment of ?1U,000 has broiiglit back a 
return of $1 , 200,000. But the stockholders 
who boughc the War lOagle stock at .fl.fiO 
and above did not share in these prolits. 
and selling them out at a loss, must ever 
remain a stiguia on the reputation of these 
men. 

Tlis Deer Tark management, acting un- 
der a prcsaure from the smaller shnrebold- 
«'i-s, have refuseil to consider tlie offer of an 

I'jighsb syndicate to buy the property for 
S.'iOo.iK.'U "Mr. Ijabouchere, tills syndicate's 
represrntalive, vi-<ited the mine carhvin 
J ).'cem her. anil after a thorough examin- 
ation c:aii!e to the (onclusion that the Dia-r 
I'arK would ultimately make tliegrrat busi- 
ne.is mine of lio.-jsland. • 

The lleer I'ark, with its enornioms ore 
body, can only be comiiared to a mine like 
Ibe "••Anaconda," and if its present promise 
»ud amazing development continues it will 
Hurpass the famous Slontana mine as a 
wealth producer. Only those who have 
tern the Deer I'ark, and examined the 
shafts ami drifts and crosscuts, can have 
any idea of the stupendous ore body in tliut 
mine, and the-^e aho will not be surprised 
that an oiler (>f $.j'«).UOO is declined for a 
propertv that a few .Spokane uien bought 
lor le>~ "than .i 10,|)U0. 

Investors in the Evening Starwill beglad 
to hear that there is a new hand at the 
beija directing the all'airs of that property. 
1 have fre<iuently commented upon the in- 
competency of theformer munagement.and 
any change Were indeed a "God-send." 
Tlie Evening Star is a good mine, and pro- 
jK'fly worked should enrich its owners. 

Tlie Georgia is still like a good shin de- 
serted liy its crew in mid-ocean, and lying 
<lrrelii:t "williout sail. -I or rudder. ■Whether 
this is due to bad management or disagree- 
ment among the principal stockboldcRi, I 
<!o not know, but m either case it is to lie 
toni lemned. 

Another pro|)erty almost in a similar 
liliehl to that of the Georgia, is the West 
t^Roi and Josie. This is one of the most 
valuable pieces of mineral ground in Trail 
t 'reek, and, although certain to make a rich 
jidne, for it lies_ directly between the Cali- 
fornia, a property of gr<'at jironiise, and ibe 
l.eltoi. liut its [)rincipal stockholders, to 
use a slang phrase, •■ Can't get together." 
Tbi'V are standing on their dignity, and 
ibey are too '■ hoily-toity." to get down to 
common sense and business, and Ihecon- 
seipienri. i,s thai the West I.eKnj and .losie 
i siiable U> be stranded for njany a long day 
to come. 

Grand I'rizo is another property with an 
overliaiiging cloud. The title is in dispute, 
and tiirro seems to be no active hand at the 
lii-i:n I'l direct its course or to protect its in-

TbeGi'eat Western is also lying idle ow- 
ing to some mani pnlal 1 ng of t lu^ princi| lal 
owners. This also is a pro|)erty of great 
value, and it is depkiiable to see it in the 
cuud ition that il is. 

It is pleasant to pass from blame to 
jiraisc. The mines owned and operateil by 
the Kufiis Pope syndicate are in first class 
ahnpc. The complaint was .originally 
made against these, that both in the casi' of 
the California and Big Three, that there 
■was eon.siderable over capitalization. That 
complaint has long sinci' been done away 
with, for .Ml-, l.arabee, the manager of tlie.s'e 
concerns, has settled down to devi'lop and 
work these mines in a thoroughly business 
iiUe manner. lie .-.ecured in Kuperinlenik'nt 
Williani.s one of the !nosl expei-ienced. 
jiains-taking aial indefatigible mining 
managers in the whole Nortliwest; with 
the result that the Suowshoe and the 
Southern Belle surpasses the fondest 
wishes of the promoters. In the Mascot 
one of the Uig Three group, thej' have a 
iine body of ore, but with little value in it 
»•» vet. liut in the rinowshoi^ and .Southern 
IJellethey have not oidy got a grea.t ore 
body but rich ore. 

Home of the llnest ori' ever mined in 
Itossland is that of tluMJolomia. It looks 
exactly like that of the Sunset, on Deer 
J'ark niountaiii, and 1 am tlnnonghly cim- 
viuccd that both will make rieli mines. 
Moreover, thft'.Colonna is in good hands, 
and will he worked and developed by men 
of mining experience and ability . 

The Campbell-.Moynhan syndicate alto 
form a lirst-class combination, and ihe pn - 
perties owned and operated by ihem are in 
g.iod shape. Mr. .Moynban has e.vperienr-i'. 
.'ibilily anil sound jud;,'ment to guide bini, 
and be tells me thai be H as ne\er so ro;i- 
tidentthat liiisslaml will be t he great min- 
ing camii ot Ihe .N'oj'thwest as he is tn-ilay. 
What the miues wuiiteil, ho says, is 
ilenih, for in every instance \vith which he 



is acquainted, he linds the volume and 
value of the ore increased with depth. 

The Jloiiita basaii excellent plant, and a 
douiile coiiiparl lueia shaft, and in the bot- 
tom of the shaft (SO feet dee[)) I found a 
rich seam of ore that usauys all the way 
from $75 to %V>Q. 

The Iron Horse, the Nest Egg and the 
I'.ilo Alto are all engaged either in inatal- 
liiig or iireiKiring for machinery. 

The Kossland Red .Mountain is prospect- 
ing with a diamond drill and sliipinng 
some rich ore out of the drift on the nortti 
vein, but it will be 50 days before the tim- 
iiel cus the vein, and too much must not be 
expected of this excellent property until 
the vein is tapped by this tunnel. 
■ The Zilor has opened up a lino ore body 
and so has the Butte, which a short time 
ago was considered the prince ol "wild 
cats." The Monita mid I. X. L. have, bow- 
ever, had the greatest ami most surin-ising 
vlevelopment of any mine in Kossland since 
my last visit. A tunnel being ilriven into 
th'c O. K. mountain tn tap free milling gold 
bearing ore cut through a large ledge of 
niiigiiiiicent ore (luite close to the surlace. 
It seemed to me that this ledge is about 
ten feet wide, and the sample 1 knocked oil 
assayed $81 in gold. » 

The .T.lv.L. is controlled by .Tohn S. 
liaker, of Taconia, one of the best known 
and most enterprising citizen of the state 
of Washington. In the •■ boom " days be 
made a large fortune in real estate, and he 
married a lovely daugbterof a wealthy and 
liiglily honored pioneer of California. 
With the collapse of the "boom" all the 
latent energy and keen business ability was 
aroused in Mr. Baker, and he resolved to 
wrest from the bosom of the Rocky Moun- 
tains the treasures necessary to save his im- 
mense jiroiierty interests, lie has been 
eminently successful, for, after all lortune 
is lavish of her smiles to tlu! ilaring and the 
bold, in a lew years Baker's income from 
bis mining inves"tmeiits in Idaho wil I be a 
]uiiiet'lv one, and if the 1,.\,I.. keeps to its 
l)romise, il will far surpass the War lOagle 
and rival the he Koi. 

I have not been able to gather much in- 
lormatioii about the J.,oring-Orane proper- 
ties. The Josie is shipping, and the Monte 
Cristo is said to have struck pay ore. I 
have no doubt the Monte Cristo will ulti- 
mately ])rove a big mine, but the St. Elmo 
and the .Mayflower are not bettering their 
reputation. 

The Crackiu'-.Iai'k, a new mine on the 
north side of Keil mountain, is showing up 
well under development, and, imleetl, all 
of tlie incipient mines of the camp are 
showing up well. 

The Clill is now sliipi>ing ore to the Ni'l- 
soii smeller under a most favorable con- 
tract lor freight treatment. The Cliflj ac- 
cording to the famous expression of its 
genial and popular owner, Colonel Whar- 
ton, is 1 he best copper propositioii in the 
camp, and is eonsidereil by the Cyljuel to 
be worth half a iiiillioh dollars. The 
(.'olonel does not care whether he sells or 
holds the mine, fi.ir be and his brother have 
chanced to lind in the mountains of tlu' 
.Slocan a trcisure as fabulously rich as that 
which Edward I tentes discovered amid the 
arid rocks of the Islanil of Monte Cristo — 
that treasure is the Iluth mine. 

The Centre Star is one of the great show 
properties of the camp. It has millions of 
golden ore in sight, but its owners are wait- 
ing more favorable railroad and smelting 
facilities. Take it all in all, the outlook in 
Kossland is the very brightest that can be 
conesived. Eighteen bimdred and ninety- 
seven will see wonderful develo|mients, for 
the Canadian I'licilic and the Northern I'a- 
cilic will make a tight for the trade of the 
Kootenay. It must be reinenibcred that 
KooteiKiy is the ricliest lead and silver 
region <m the globe, and that its product in 
l,si)7 will not fall far short of live million 
dollars, luid if the Kootenay in its infancy 
is so fruitful, what will it be in a dozen 
vears from now when smelters, railroads, 
'factories and refineries are scattered through 
this country. 

In my letters I have not told a fraction of 
the possibililii'sof this I'xtraorilinary coiin- 
Irv, and 1 tun convinced that within the 
next decade more fortunes will be made 
and more, wealth cieated in the Kootenay 
than on any other part of God's green earth. 
I made my lirst trip over the Itossland 
& Red Mountain railway a few days ago. 
This road is not only a boon to Kossland 
and to miners and smelters, but il will 
prove a favorite with travellers and tourists. 
From the time it'leaves Xortlijxirt until il 
reaches Kossland, a distance of fourteen 
mill's, it is ]ianorama after panoranni of 
beaiililul scenery. There is a view of the 
lovely Sheep creek I'alls, tumbling over_ a 
miglity jirecipiee, in the midst of prinievlal 
lorests that is simply enclianting. .More- 
over', the construction of this road, through 
canvons and on the edge of mighty moun- 
tains, and always with heavy grading, is 
one of the finest feats of railroad engineer 
iiig, even in America. 

It is a curious commentary on jiasl 
history and politics that this great and 
marvellous Kootenay linds the natural out- 
let for its wealth through American terri- 
tory.

with hunger and many others are dying 
The stair employed in tiie work of re- 
lieving tiie siill'erers is inadequate to tho 
enorniouB area. If the work of relief 
liad been ])roi)erly arranged earlier the 
mortality would have been less, as the 
rain.s are increasing the spread of tho 
disease, and it will take three good years 
to rei;oup the losses in thia diatrict. The 
poorliousea are a fair criterion of the 
condition of the people. Besidea pro- 
fessional beggars, ttiey are crowded with 
laborera, reduced to the last stage of 
skeletons. Their stomachs are hollow 
and the skin ia banging in large folds. 

Others have swollen stomachs, a sign 
of acute privation. It is found that the 
cattlemen and ryota, or field workers, 
usually lusty men, are nnable to do any- 
thing, and tlie wotiien are in the eanie 
condition. One woman, who was lately 
coiilined, liaa been attacked by rheuma- 
tisiu cau.°etl by exj)osure, and is para- 
lyzed, i ler baby ia horrible to look at. 
Its limbs are about the size of pipestenis 
and its sunken eyes have a must jiiteous 
look. No jirovision h;\s been made for 
these cases and the minimum dole of 
fooil ia only enoagli to keep body and 
fioiil together. It does not sutlico to 
build up the system again. Thia is 
wliero privati? charities are wanted. 

It ia useless to atympt to send the 
natives to hospitals. They prefer to die. 
Some horrible sigbts were witnessed — a 
man with both lege eaten away was a 
mass of white scabs, and others were 
nearly aa bad. This ia the worat district 
yet aeen and it ia in urgent need of funrla, 
hut the correspondent liears that the 
Jubbulpore district ia worse. If seed is 
not .'iown the people will be utterly in- 
cajiable (it proi;aring food and the condi- 
tions next year will be too awful to cori- 
teniplate. The government was late in 
realizing the situation. lOarlier measures 
would have prevented much of the dis- 
tress existing. The food supply in thia 
district ia scanty and will shortly be ex- 
hausted. 

Nagi'oue, Feb. 2. — A special corre- 
spondent who is visilin.5 this city finds 
that the town, which is the seat of many 
government offices and the centre of im- 
portant manufactories of cotton, silk, 
woolens and cutlery, having a popula- 
tion normally over 100,001), haa been in- 
vaded by extensive migration from out- 
lying districts, where acaridtv of winter 
rains were the rule. Governmentactivity 
in connection with irrigation work and 
other iitiblic enterpriaes, through specu- 
lationa taken for tho relief of the un- 
fortunate, have averted an acute crisis. 
Half thecrojJBonly were secured through- 
out thia section of the country this 
season, but the food supply ia good, and 
it is ho])ed the worst effects of the famine 
will be atiivedoff two months longer at 
least. 

Your correspondent has visited tho 
local pooihouBe, accommodating about 
1,000 persona. A piteous spectacle was 
here presented by the almost naked 
dregs of humanity, nearly all too ill or 
diseased to work, but all Fed and healthi- 
ly housed at ft coat of 1,1)00 rupees each 
month, this fund being raised by native 
charity. This poorliouso is a fair speci- 
men of ))oorliouaes in other sections ol 
India, and shows liow small a sum is 
necessary to save tlieso unfortunates 
from actual atarvation. Taken aa a 
whole, it may bo stated that the Nag- 
pore district is not in as bad a flight as 
the northern districts already visited.

THE LOCAL POLITICAL 

SITUATION. 

Our friviuls of tlie local opposition 
seem to have made up their miude that 
the geats on the left of Mr. Speaker are 
quite as comfortable as those on the 
right, and will do very well indeed for 
the next two sessions. After that— well 
it is premature to speculn'-o aa to what 
will liappen after tliat.j [ Jiven tlio most 
proplietic of our opposition coutempor- 
ariea has not ventured to suggest what 
tlie next elections will bring forth, A 
careful reading of those papers which 
are hontile to the government fails to 
disclose any excuse for a change in ad- 
ministration, even from their point of 
view. They do not profess to pive reas- 
E0U9. The truth is that they have none. 
They are "agin' tho govern- 
ment" simply because they do not 
happen to be the government. They 
tell us nothing which the government 
has done tliat it ought not to have done 
iiiui of nothing which it has omitted to 
do that it ought to have done. Before 
tiic ■.■umiiig session closes it will be once 
more ilomonstrated that the aflaira of 
the province are in the hands of men 
~who are suf&ciently conservative to pre- 
ycnt recklees haste in incarring responsi- 
bilities and yet sufBciently progressive 
to satisfy the demands of all reasonable 
])eop!e. It will be seen that they appre- 
ciate tlio necessities of the hour and are 
jiri.'j)are(l to meet them. So far as the 
clisciiargeof exicutive duties are con- 
uerned there will be little ground for ad- 
verse criticism. Premier Turner will 
meet the house with an excellent show- 
ing for the past and a satisfactory pro- 
gramme for the future.

We throw out these auggeations in tho 
hope of provoking a discuaaion. All of 
us have a good deal to learn about the 
economic side of the niinine question 
for it is a new thing, especially in the 
international aspect in wliich it presents 
itself in British Columbia. Neither the 
Dominion nor the provincial government 
have any secret sources of information 
on the subject. Botli must bo governed 
by what seems to be tho best opinion of 
those in a position to understand tho 
niutler. Therefore we invite full and 
free discussion, which wo hope will take 
tlie form not merely of an expression 
of opinion, but will include a presenta- 
tion of the reasons upon which opinions 
are based. 



TUE ARBITRATION TREATY. 

The fate of the arbitration treaty ia 
uncertain. Unhappily for the cause of 

civilization the senate of the United 
States has of late years degenerated to a 
degree tbat has deprived it of the con- 
fidence of the nation and the respect of 
mankind. Time was when the friends 
of democratic institutions pointeil to 
this body as proof that the popular ver 
diet could be relied upon when it came 
to the selection of a very high legislative 
body. Now the eneiiiies of government 
by the people cite the senate of the 
United States in proof ol their claim tbat 
democracy breaks down when put to 
crucial test. The senate which was 
designed as the balance wheel in the 
machinery of the nation, h:i3 become a 
constant source of danger. To pursue 
the simile a little further, tho senate 
may bo described as an eccentric wheel 
hanging loosely on its shaft, and by its 
uncertain revolutions jarring the whole 
fabric in which it ia hung. It contains 
many men of integrity and ability, but it 
ia dominated by a few blatherskites 
Commenting upon its course a few days 
ago, a leading Paris journal described its 
treatment of international affairs ai 
brutal. The cdjectivo is a strong one 
but is really not an exagguralion, as ii 
only too well proved by recent events. 

We are, however, not altogether with- 
out hope that the American people 
will aaaert themselves in this 
juncture in such a way tbat will compel 
recognition at the hands of a majority of 
the senators. The business interests 
have already pronounced for tlie treaty 
in uuniistakeable terms. The churches 
are all in favor of it. The newspapers 
with singularly few exceptions, approve 
of it. Under these circumatances we 
are hardly prepared to concede that a 
few ill-advised and apparently irrespon- 
sible politicians, who appear able to con

What success will attend tliia ell'ort we 
<lo not know; but the existence of the j ,' 
demand shows the principle underlying 
tho aaggeation made above to be already 
recognized. Every argument against 
the exportation of pulp wood applies 
with equal force to tlio exportation of 
crude ores. Our gold and silver mines 
will within the next decade give em- 
ployment to thousands of men in work 
connected with tho smelters. Shall 
a majority of theae employes 
be resident in a foreign country, 
and shall the output of our mines go to 
build up foreign oommunities, or shall 
the work on the ores be done by reai- 
dentB of Canada, and shall their earn- 
ings be expended in Canada'.'

Particulars of the mail roldjery, the 
news of which appeared in the Coi.o.nist 
last .Sniiilay, are gleaned from the Fort 
Steele Prospector. It appears that Alex. 
M. Loitch is the name of the prisoner 
and not Alexander Mackenzie. Leitch 
is well known in Victoria and does not 
bear an altogether enviable reputation, 
he having been tried and found guilty 
on a charge of forgery committed here a 
few years ago. After serving a term of 
eighteen months at the Topaz avenue 
' regimental " depot, he left for Koss- 
land, where ho was again heard from in 
connection with some petty crookedness. 
His daring deed in plundering the mail 
would therefore appear to be only one 
more downwanl step in a career of 
crime. 

The I'^ort SteCilo mail leaves Golden on 
the C..P.R. and passes through Wasa be- 
fore reaching Fort Steele. The mail 
carrier arrived at Wasa about five p.m. 
of Saturday, January 23, stopping at 
Hansen's hotel during the night. About 
ntidnight the mail was all right. About 
7:30 next morning he saw that tiie 
wagon had been tampered with. The 
mail sacks were thrown out on one side, 
and the Fort Steele mail bag was 
missing. A searcii party was at 
once instituted. The sack was 
found about a mile from Hansen's. 
It had been cut open, the jiarcels were 
left in tnoanow, but the letters had been 
taken. Track of a man wearing over- 
shoes were found in the snow in the 
vicinity, and also those of a horse hav- 
ing only half a shoe on the right hind 
foot. 'Ihe horse's tracks were followed 

) Fort Steele, and the horse found in 
Lfvett's stable. The robbery was then 
reported to Constable Barnes, of Fort 
Steele. It was found that the horse 
had been ridden by Leitch. His house 
was examined, and there were found the 
rivets and hasp of the letter sack and a 
watch. In the stove was a fire, the 
ashes looking like charred paper. Leitch 
was arrested and .$100 was found on liis 
l,i.isc. 11, 'vliile secreted in his house was 
also Imnul about $1,000 in bills. 

It apiicar- that Leitch stole a horse at 
Fort Steele ou Saturday night. He 
rode to Wasa, took tlio mail nnucli 
returned to I''ort Steele and then turned 
the horse loose, lie took luc iieol to 
his house and leisurely went tiirougli the 
lettera. After each letter was opened, 
the money, if any, was extracted, and 
tliey were then thrown into the fire.. He 
succeeded in getting about $1,100 in uU ; 
$1,000 of the cash was sent by the Bank 
of Brithsli Columbia in this city to a res- 
ident of Fort Steele. 

It is su|)pnsed that the bag contained 
nearly $7,000 ill cash and checks. The 
latter can of course be replaced. 

On Monday, January 25, Leitch was 
brought before Messrs. Galbraith, Nor- 
bury and McLean, J.P.'s. The evidence 
of Uoufitable Fil wards and' P.arna and 
other was strong again.st Leitch and he 
was committed for trial at the lirst court 
of proper jurisdiction either at Donald or 
K am loops.

Reasous Giveu for Allowinfj tlie Ap- 
peal From Mr. Justice Drake's 
Judgment. 



Tiie Fall court yesterday gave jadg- 

ment, allowing with costs, tlio appunl of 
the city againat the judgment of Mr. 
Justice Drake in tho Consolidated lliiil- 
way V. tlie City, in reference to the jiilu 
bridge across the Arm. Mr.J uBtico Mc- 
Creiglit'a judgment, handed down yes- 
terday, is as follows : 

The decree in this caee declares that the 
plaintiffs are entitled to operate their 
tramway system and cars upon and over 
any bridge or bridges now existing or' 
hereafter to bo built over the- body of 
water known as the Victoria Arm for 
vehicles connecting Work street with 
the Esquimalt road. Again, tliat tlie 
bridge now jiartially erected in the ])lace 
of the broken bridge' be made of BUlii- 
cient strength and stability to carry the 
cars of tho plaintill'd in the ordinary antl 
regular course of their businesd subject 
' to the terms and conditions of paragraph 
33 of the agreement in tho pleadings 
mentioned. Further, it was ordered 
that if any doubt arise as to the Btrength 
of the proposed bridge that the plain tifl'd 
are to be at liberty to move on twenty- 
four hours' notice for an iajanctionto 
restrain the further constrnction of the 
said bridge until the defendants make 
satisfactory arrangements forcomplianc'e 
with this order. 

The defendants, the city council, ap- 
peal against this order. A preliminary 
objection was taken by counsel for the 
plaintill's that compliance with tlie order 
by the defendants prevents their appeal- 
ing. I am not sure that tlicre wa^ the 
compliance for I understand that the 
alleged grievance still exists that the 
new bridge is not sufficiently strong for 
tram car trnflic, but the objection 1 
tliink fails in other respects. 

Three cases were I'ited in support of 
it, Xoir V. Corpoiation of lIuiuini.'don, 
]9 Can. S., C. 3G3, where all the court 
decided was that the court would not 
entertain an app?al from any judgment 
for the purpose of deciiling a mere ([ues- 
tion of costs. The next was the In- 
ternational Wrecking Company, v. 
Lobb, 12 Tr. r. L'07, wliyre in 
the judgment, however, it is stated 
at page 210, " that notwithstanding! the 
appeal the appellants' proceeded to ex- 
ecute the judgment of which they com- 
plain, and this, the two proceedings be- 
ing radically inconsistent, they could 
not do without abandoning the appeal" 
(and see pp. 210 and 211 and McConroll 
i<: Co. vs. Wnkeford, 13 pr. II. 0., where 
it was held that the irregularity of an 
order might be waived by compliance 
with it (see page -loS of tho report). Tlie 
cases also, at pages 30S and (iliS of 12 
r.K.O., only further sliow that a jjarly 
liaving elected to comply witii an order 
cannot appeal from it: Itcaiuiot be said 
that the deteiulants in this case exLT- 
cised an election, for that presupposea a 
right voluntariiy to choose which of two 
incousistent courses a party will pursue. 
Here the defendants by electing to dis- 
obey would have rendered tlieuiselves li- 
able to penal proceedings, for an injunc- 
tion whilst it Btanda must be obeyed — see 
Kerr on injanctions, 641, in other words 
they had no choice. For these reasons 

1 think the preliminary objection should 
be overruled. With respect to the de- 
claratory order appealed from, I think 
any discussion about it may be conven- 
iently postponed till after tho manda- 
tory injunction is considered. And the 
first thing to bear in mind with refer- 
ence to the injunction is, do tho circum- 
stances exist which are requisite to en- 
title the plaintills to invoke this remedy ' 
Briefly have they any cause of action 
against the city, for in the words of Lord 
Esher, then f>ord Justice, in the I^ondon 
Railroad Company v. Great Northern 
Kailroad Company 11, Q. B. D., at 
page 38— "tnere is nothing in 
the judicature act, which enables any 
part of the high court to issue an in- 
junction in a case in which before the 
judicature act there is no legal right on 
the one side or no legal liability on tlie 
other, at law or in equity "—or to use 
the emphatic language of Cotton, L. .1 ., 
at page -10, " In my opinion the sole in- 
tention of the section is this, that where 
there was a legal right which was in- 
dependently of the act capabU; of bein;^ 
enforced either at law or in e<iuity, llieii 
whatever may have been the previous 
practice the high court may interfere by 
injunction in protection of that right." 

The question then is, has the company 
Eucii right, and before considering the 
statute of liS'Jt, C. Ci-'i, and tho agreement 
in the schedule A, it will be, accordingto 
a well known canon of couBlruetion, prcj- 
])er to advert to tho common law as 
to'*the rights and liabilities, interests of 
grantors and grantees of rights of way 
because the coin))any has'o by the stat- 
ute and agreeiiieiiL a right of way over 
tlie alreets, highways and bridges there- 
in ref(MT;i(l to. Subject to the terms and 
conditions therein contained they hiivt? 
an easement, and that easement is a 
right of way. Now, iu tlie case of Kom- 
fret V. Kicroft, 1 Saunders' Reports, at 
page 322, wo find in the judgment of 
Twyeden .1., which was afterwards 
adopted by the Kxchequer chamber, the 
following )iasaago: "As in the case 
where I iiranU a way over my land I 
shall not bo bound to repair it; but if I 
voluntarily stb]) it, an action lies against 
me, for tlie mis-ffcasance but for the 
.bar non-feasance, vi/.., in not rejiairi iig 
it when it is out of repair no action 
lies." It seems plain, llien, that if the 
com))any had agreed with a jirivate in- 
dividual instead of the city council he 
would not he liable; to use the words of 
Lord Mansiield in Taylor v. Whitehead, 

2 Douglas reports, 7-1'.', api)rov'iiig of 
Pomfrett v. Ricroft: '' I entirely agree 
with my brother Walker that by com- 
mon law he who has the use of a thing 
ought to repair it. The grantor may 
bind himself, but here be has not done 
it." 

Now, it is hardly necessary to say that 

it is even more difficult to make a muni- 
cipal council liable in such cases thaa a 
private person. In the IMunicinal Coun- 
cil of Sydney V. Kourke, 95 A.C., at 
page -ly'S, the Lord Chancellor in deliver- 
ing the judgment of tho judicial 
ommittee, says "no complaint of 
xnalleasauce is made against them 



i. e., municipal council); the] 
sole charge is one of nonfeasance, | 
that when the road has fallen into a bad 
condition they failed to execute tho iie- 
ccBsary repairs. If, then, they are 
liable in the present action, it must bo 
either because that liability has been ex- 
preseely imposed by some enactment or 
because the legislature, has Imposed 
some duty upon them for thobreach of 
which a right of action accrues to any 
person injured by It." , 

Before examining the Victoria Elec- 
tric Railwav & Ligtiting Company Act, 
1891, and the agreement in the ecliedulo 
A, to see whether tho city council have 
according to the above test incurred any 
liability to the company, it seeiiiB 
proper to observe that the legis- 
lature must have intended that the 
municipal act of 1892 and tho provisions 
relating to tho contracting of debts, sec- 
tions 110 and the- following sections 
should not be interfered with. In other 
words the rights of ratepayers were not 
to bo ail'ected unless by distinct provi- 
siouB. Now, section 12 of the act of IS'J l 
eaya that in addition to the powers con- 
ferre<l by tho agreement the company 
are authorized and empowered to con- 
struct, maintain and operate a single or 
double track, etc., and special reference 
is made to the bridges and tho approval 
and supervision in reference thereto in a 
niauncrwhich is far from suggesting any 
liability on the part of tho city towards 
the con^pany. Section 20 of tho agree- 
ment makes the company " liable for all 
damages arising out of the construction 
or oi)eralion of the works,- etc." 

I don't think section 33 of the agree- 
nirnt in 'ieliedule .\ helps the company 
— the provision as to the company fur- 
niab.ing and laying at their own expense 
a new flooring over the whole of any 
bridge so crossed, may be considereil ac- 
cording to the maxim "expressio uiiius 
exclusio alteriiia," as negativing liabil- 
ity to strengthen or repair the bridge in 
other respects on the part of the com- 
pany (though this maxim is fretiuently 
luiEunderstood). But the real question 
is M-hether, iu accordance with tiie auth- 
orities to which I have referred, a liabil- 
ity in distinct language is imposed on 
the city council aa between them and 
tho company ■ to repair the bridge, 
and to repair it in such a man- 
ner ns to render it suitable to 
carry tramcara. I may observe that lli is 
above maxim is to use the expression in 
the last edition of Maxwell on statutes 
" ofcasionally misapplied in argument " 
and its true a|)plicatioii is iiointetl out at 
pages ■iriO-llil , in sucli a way as to give 
no assistance to the (jiaiiitill' company in 
this case. The latter or fallowint? iiart 
of section 33 of the agrcGiuoiit contains 
nothing imposing liability upon the city 
council. I see nothing in the statute or 
I agreement requiring tho city council to 
I repair a bridge for the company. In 
JIunicipal Council of Sydney v. Bourke, 
iSiio, A. C. -133, part of "the head note is 
" Cowley v. Newmarket L. Board 92, 
A. C. 345, followed as establishing the 
I ])riuciple that an action for damages will 
liot lie for non-repair, 'even in aises 
where non-repair constitutes an in- 
dictable breach of duty. I refer to 
this because it was argued that 
the decree might be supported on tho 
ground that the conduct of the city 
council amounted to nuisance — but the 
argument is fully met by this case, 
where, at jiage -l-l.'i the judicial commit- 
tee say : " In tho series of cases ending 
with dowley v. Newmarket L. J5oard, in 
which it has been held that an action 
would not lie for non-ropair of a high- 
way, the duty to repair was unquestion- 
able, and it-was equally clear that those 
guilty of a breach of this duty rendered 
theuiselves liable to penal proceedings 
by indictmeab jar ptherwise, the 
, only question in controversy was 
j whether an action could be main- 
tained." But here it cannot be seriously 
contended that the city council by re- 
pairing the bridi'o s'l mm to render it lit 
' lor vehicles and at the same time omit- 
ting to make it suitable for tramcar 
tratlic, have acted contrary to the statute 
or the agreement, or committed any 
breach of duty whatever. It follows 
that the declaration of right in the de- 
cree must, as well as the remainder of 
it, bo reversed. Itbinsit is clear the 
plaintiffs have no such rijtht, and the 
judgment must be reverBed, and, as 
usual, with costs. 
Mr. Justice McColl—" I concur." 
W. .1. Taylor and 0. D. Mason for the 
city ; K. P. Davis, Q.C., and L. P. Dufl' 
for the tramway.

The 
present tiinnei wli ich is hciiii,' rnn on tin- 
( iphir cl.'iim on Mineral Hill is in about 
2() ur J") feet, showing a strong vein of 
excellent (juart/ hetween well dehned 
walls, and ])rospecting well in gold. The 
(•onuiany now tiave comfortable (piarters 
anil a well eijuipped working plant. Tlu 
Duke of York Hydraulic Company have 
spent some time in preparing to get the 
machines on a large bunk of rich gravel 
and now that the dead work is about 
frnished feel very sanguine regarding 
their spring run. Work la progressing 
on the Kegina group on Douglas moun- 
tain, and all tho tunnels are in clean ore 
carrying galena, copper and gold. It ia 
reported that a strong Scotch company 
is preparing to purchase the Star of the 
West claim on Granite creek. 
Itecent discovericH have dcinonstrated 
that outside of the railroad -lands and 
running alonji the West Coast of the 
island ia a strongly uiineraliy-ed belt 
upon which already a jiuiubor of pro- 
mising locations have been niadK. .Some 
of these have passed into the hands of 
parlies aide and willing to extensively 
develop them. This ore is a coj)i)er 
pyrites very strongly resembling that of 
the Trout Greek country, and in most 
instances surface assays have run even 
higher in both gold and copper.

Thoiif;h old 
and but 18 tons roadster, • she 
waa coiiBidcred a fairly fitaimeh 
veaael, proof of her eeaworthiiiesa 
having In former years been well estab- 
lialied in the eealing indimtry.

■Changes Proposed in the General 
Convention of tlie U. S. Senate 
Committee. 



Opinions Of BritlsU and French 
Press on tlie Delays -Wliicli 
Have Arisen. 



W.isiiiSGTOs, I'sU. 2.— The text of the 
changes made in the general arbitration 
tready by the senate committee on lor- 
eif;n relationa to-day are : Art. 1 reads as 
follows : "Tlie IiIkIi contractiDg parties 
agree to submit to arbitration in accord- 
ance with the provisiona and subject to 
the limitiitiona of this treaty all ques- 
tions in diOerenco between them which 
they may fail to adjust by diplomatic 
negotiations." 

'£be senate committee alao added the 
following: " But no question which 
affects the foreign or domestic policy of 
cithfr of Llie iiit;l! contracting; parties, or 
the relatioua of either to any other state 
or poNver by treaty or otherwise, shall be 
a suhject for arbitration under tliia 
trenty except by special asreenient." 

Article IJ is aiuenilod by trivinir the 
j;overnmeiit two instead of one jurist of 
repute, and the following is stricken 
from the article: "In case they fail to 
agree upon an umpire within three 
months oi the date of the application 
made to them on that beliall t)y tlie lii);h 
■contracting parties, or either of them, an 
umpire shall be selected in the manner 
provided for in article 10." 

In article 6 the following has been 
stricken out : "In case they fail lo agree 
Upon an umpire within three months of 
the date of ajiplication made to them in 
that behalf by the hiirh contracting 
liarties, or cither of them, an nmjiire 
shall be selected in the manner provided 
for by article 10." 

Wherever the word " person " is used, 
meaning the dfth member of the tri- 
bunal, the word "person" ia stricken 
out and the word " umpire" inserted. 

Article 7 in the original treaty reads 
as follows: "Objection to the jurisdic- 
tion of an arbitral tribunal constituted 
under this treaty, shall not be taken ex- 
cept as provided iu this article. If be- 
fore the close of the hearing upon the 
claim submitted to the arbitral tribunal 
constituted under article 3 oV anlicle 5 
either of the high contracting Aiarties 
shall move such tribunal codeciue' tnere- 
upon, it shall decide that the determina- 
tion of such a claim necessarily involves 
the decision of a disputed j|uestion of 
princinle of grave general importance, 
allecting the national rights of such 
party as distinguished from the private 
ri;^htg thereof it ia merely international 
representative, the jurisdiction of such 
arbitral tribi:nal over such claim shall 
cease and the same shall be dealt with 
by arbitration under article G." 

Article 7, aa amended by the commit- 
tee, is aa follows: " Objections to juris- 
diction by the arbitral tribunal constitu- 
ted under this treaty shall not be taken 
except aa provided by this article. If at 
any lime before the close of the hearing 
upon any matter, except territorial 
claims, submitted tc the arbitral tri- 
bunal constituted under this treaty, 
either of the liigh eontractin|! parties 
shall declare that the determination of 
such matter necessarily involves the de- 
cision of a disputed question, which is 
excluded from arbitration except by 
special afj;reement by the operation of 
article 1, then the jurisdiction of such 
arbitral tribunal over such matter shall 
tease. 

Article 10, ■i\hich reads as below, was 
stricken out, nothing being inserted in 
its place: "If in any case the nominat- 
ing bodies designated in Article S and 
5 shall fail to agree ujion an umpire in 
acoirdance with the provisions of said 
articles, an umpire shall be appointed 
by Jli8 Majesty the King of Sweden and 
Norway. Either of the high contracting 
parties, however, may any time give 
notice to the other that, by reason of 
material changes of the conditions exist- 
ing at the date of this treaty, it ia of 
opinion that a substitute for His Majesty 
should be cho.sen either for ^Ii >.ase8 
which arise under the treaty or for a par- 
ticular Bjiccitied case which has already 
arisen, and thereupcm the high con- 
tracting parties shall at once iiroceed 
to airree upon sucli substitute to act 
eitlier in all cases arising uniler tlu^ 
treaty, or in the particular case speci- 
fied, aa may be indicated by said notice, 
provided, however, that such notice have 
no ell'ect upon an arbitration already be- 
gun by the constitution of an arbitral 
tribunal under article .'i. The high con- 
tracting parties shall also at once pro- 
ceed to nominate a substitute for his 
majesty in the event that his majesty 
shall at any time notify them of his de- 
.sire to be relieved from the functions 
graciously accepted by him under this 
treaty, either for all cases to arise there- 
under or for any particular specified case 
which has already arisen." 

Lo.sDuN'i Feb. 2. — Ttie Westminster 
Gi.ziitte, touching upon the delay in the 
passage of the arbitration treaty through 
the I.' lilted States senate, remarks: " If 
there ia any doubt of it passing, we 
frankly hope the treaty will be with- 
drawn. As great and as ^striking as 
would have been its ratification asacon- 
tribution to the cause of peace, its pro- 
posed rejection would certainly be a cor- 
lespondinglv serious set back." 

The St. James Gazette, commenting 
on the probability of President Cleve- 
land dropping the treaty, says: 
" Should, however. President Cleveland 
or his successor ask us to accept an 
amended treaty it would be just aa well 
to do 60 and thereby again show how 
much we wish to keep on friendly terms 
with tlie United States. They are with- 
out real cause for (]uarrel, yet cannot 
even agree to arbitrate without elaborate 
])rovisions which will exclude every- 
thing of genuine importance. 

Paijis, Feb. 2,— Le Gaulois attributes 
the hanging up of the treaty of arbitra- 
tion arranged tiutiveen Great Britain and 
the United States to Secretary Olney's 
unpopularity with the senate and to the 
desire of the Sepublicans not to allow 
President Cleveland the honor of signing 
such an important document.

The Behring se.i claims commission 
has now closed its sittings in so far as 
this city is concerned, and the results of 
the findings after the final argument in 
the East will be awaited with great in- 
terest. The importance of this coramis- 
eion to Victoria is very great when it is 
considered what a large amount of 
money is involved, and it may not be 
out of place briefly to recall the reasons 
which led to the formation of the com- 
mission and the work on which it has 
been engaged. 

Under the facts as found in the award 
o( the Paris tribimal of arbitration be- 
tween Cireat Britain and the United 
States it was decided to refer to a com- 
mission the claims of British 
sealers illegally seized in Behring 
sea by the United States, 
this commission to ascertain the amount 
of compensation to wliich the claimants 
were eiititled. To avoid the necessarily 
long delay in settling this question by 
means of a commission, negotiations be- 
tween the two governments resulted in 
the United States government in 1 894 
ofl'ering ^425,000 in settlement. To this 
Canada agreed, the sealers being willing 
to forego a portion of their claims for a 
speedy settlement. ilosvever, the 
United States house of roi)reaentativea 
rejected the proposal of their govern- 
iiient, and the only thing left then was 
the appointment of a commission. The 
coin 111 isaionors ap])oiiited were J\Ir. .Iiig- 
tico King, of llie Supreme Court of Can- 
ada, lor (.ireat Britain, and iMr. .lustice 
Putnam, of Portland, Maine, of the Xew 
PIngland Circuit and Court of Appeals, 
for the United States, and in tb(! event 
of these two disagreeing the President of 
tlie Swiss Republic was named aa re- 
feree. 

The commission held its first sitting in 
Victoria on November 23, the counsel for 
the two sides being :
